A number of petitions from strong men in the German empire 
have been presented from time to time to Chancellor Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg. In one set of petitions it is advised that it were madness 
for the Germans to try absolutely to crush and annihilate her enemies. 
No nation has ever been completely annihilated in war. This party 
makes the insinuation that England is ready to quit and withdraw 
from the war if Belgium is restored. Where they get their infor- 
mation is not so clear. It may be true. 

In line with this is current gossip to the effect that in reality 
England would like to establish an alliance with Germany as against 
Russia. You never can tell. It is welf known at home that politics 
do make strange bedfellows. 

Whether the Germans will have it or not, there are indications 
in Europe that England is trying to so shape events as to make 
Germany an ally in fact if not on paper.

diplomatic relations with Germany, 
which the President is reluctant to 
authorize. HH would be the business 
of such a league as the President has 
tn mind to take up with Germany and 
her allies as well as with Great Bri- 
tain and the countries fighting with 
her, any violations and infringements 
of international law as settled prior to 
the existing conflict. The league 
would be a two-edged sword, regarded 


with distrust and suspicion by all bel- the 


ligerénts. Because of this and the fact 
that Germany's offenses are against 
humanity rather than trade (and 


‘therefore more serious) Mr. Wilson 
hesitates to adopt the expedient. How- 
ever, so far as the administration can 
eee at the present moment, it is the 
less unsatisfactory form of dilemma. 
The President and his advisers realize 
that to send another threatening note 
to Berlin would be not merely futile, 
but damaging to the prestige of the 
United States. It is unlikely that any 
representation will be made to Berlin. 
The German government of course 
will be asked to acquaint the United 
States with the nature of the report 
of the commander of the submarine 
which attacked the Arabic. There is

Switzerland and 
Spain, Itkewise the Balkan States, are 
trembling on the verge of war and be- 
cause of this fact it may be decided 
in case the project to form the league 
should be adopted to refrain from ex- 
tending an invitation to them. 

Several weeks would be required to 
form the league and to determine the 
character and scope of the represen- 
tations to be made to Germany. When 
the ntations were made, how- 
ever, they would have the backing of 
powers at peace, especially of 
those whose territories are contigu- 
ous to Germany and from which she 
is obtaining supplies. It is regarded 
as altogether Mkély that the united 
voice of all these powers would be 
heeded.

ATTITUDE OF PEOPLE. 


The fact that the White House is 
not being deluged at this time with 
telegrams and letters in regard to the 
Arabic is deemed significant as show- 
ing the attitude of the people of the 
United States, for the reason that one 
of the prerogatives and habits of the 
American citizen is that when any 
big thing comes. before the country he 
promptly sits down and writes or 
wires the President of the United 
States what he thinks about it. 
Through this medium the President is 
often able to gauge public opinion very 
well. Following the Lusitania disaster 
telegrams and letters by the hundreds 
rolled into the Executive offices and 
were promptly indexed and laid on 
the desk of Mr. Wilson. 

The eight or ten meseages received 
at the White House on the Arabic 
represent different shades of public 
opinion, some radical and some con- 
servative, about equally divided. One 
of the interpretations placed on this 
scarcity of voluntary views from peo- 
ple of the country is that the people 
are willing to leave the situation to 
the President himself and do not wish 
to embarrass him, feeling secure in 
the knowledge that he will wait and 
obtain all the facts and do the right 
thing.

things too terrible to be borne, and 
must be assuaged; feeling with the 
interpreter, every pang of his suf- 
fering country. and feeling as never 
before, the miraculous power of mu- 
sic, and ite divine message. Chopin 
told Schumann that he had been 
inspired to compose the ballades by 
the poetry of his countrymen, and 
surely it is in his ballades that he 
attains the zenith of his powers as 
a poet-musician. Paderewski played 
the well-known ballade in A “fiat, 
which was suggested by the poem. 
“Tindine.” of Mickiewez. In it, said 
Schumann, it is impossible to get 
away from the refined, distinguished 
Pole, who is accustomed to move in 
the most distinguished society of the 
French capital. Can any other com- 
poser portray elegance and refinement 
as can Chopin? His sufferings as well 
as his joys are those of the well-bred 
aristocrat, and this is the ultimate 
touch which Paderewski never falls 
to give him, 
MAZURKA AND THE “HEROIQUE.” 
It was perhaps in the Mazurka in 
A minor and the “Herioque”’ Polonaise 
that the warlike element was most 
pronounced. All the love for Poland 
which these great men, Chopin and his 
greatest interpreter, Paderewski, feel, 
was expressed in these two composi- 
tiona; but as well as the love, and 
hand in hand, comes the hate for her 
oppressors. There can be no great 
love where there is no capacity for 
hatred, and if ever hatred was ex- 
pressed in ringing terms, it was in 
that great Polonaise this afternoon. 
No one could be indifferent to the 
sentiment, nor fail to recognize it: it 
was there boldly and vigorously ex- 
pressed, and without shame or flitich- 
ing.

Then follows 
the well-known march with its so)- 
emn drone and majestic tread which 
lead to the poignant melody in the 
right hand, that piercing though pla- 
cid cry that seems to carry one’s very 
soul on its upward way.

ROOSEVELT HINTS AT WAR.

Former President “Theodore Roose- 
velt issued the following statement 
here tonight: 
“I see this suggested in the paper,

“The President's note Germany 
in February, last, was an excellent 
note, if only it hed been lived up to. 
But every subsequent note has rep- 
resented nothing but weakness and 
timidity on our side; and the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania and of the Arabic, 
the attacks on the Gulflight and Fa- 
laba and all the similar incidents that 
have occurred represent the arrogant 
answers which this weakness has jin- 
spired. Germany will care nothing 
for the mere severance of diplomatic 
relations. 
“The time for words on the part of 
this nation has long passed: and it 
is inconceivable to American citizens, 
who claim to be inheritors of the tra- 
ditions of Washington and Lincoln, 
that our governmental representatives 
shall not see that the time for deeds 
has come. What has just occurted is 
a fresh and lamentable proof of the 
unwisdom of our people in not hav- 
ing insisted upon the beginning of 
active military preparedness thirteen 
months ago.” 


DANES ARE INDIGNANT. 


Destruction of British Submarine in 
Neutral Waters Starts Protest From 


Press of Copenhagen,

Ruef has spent four years, five 
months and fifteen days behind prison 
walls.

His conviction was one of the 
results of the San graft 
prosecution. 
With full credits and good behavior 
his fourteen year sentence was auto- 
matically reduced to eight years and 
ten months.

What is England's justification for 
this amazing programme, which ig- 
nores the rights of the United States 
and of other neutral countries with 
whom she is extremely anxious to 
maintain good relations, and whose 
military aid she hopes to gain before 
the war is over? 

Simply this: The continued im- 
portation of American cotton, in Eng- 
land’s opinion, will enable Germany 
to win the war, or to greatly pro- 
long it; the complete stoppage of the 
cotton trade will force Germany to 
her knees within a year. England is 
planning an act which is as illegal, 
if not as immoral, as the German in- 


by official statistics. A very large 
part of the 600,000 tons imported has 
been used for making explosives, the 
great German cotton mills, which nor- 
mally operate 9,800,000 spindles, hav- 
ing curtailed their consumption at 
first by one-half, and more recently 
by two-thirds. 

About one-half of the cotton im- 
ported since the war began has been 
stored by Germany as an ammunition 
reserve. She has at present something 
like a million bales, or 260,000 tons, 
available. Austria has no reserve of 
cotton. Supposing Germany to re- 
ceive no more cotton from now on, 
she will be unable to make any more 
of the standard high explosives after 
those 250,000 tons of cotton are used 
up. Very recently, probably because 
the German spy system has reported 
that England at last is preparing to 
entirely stop the cotton trade, the 
German authorities have forbidden 
the manufacture of all excepting the 
most necessary cotton goods, and in 
the manufacture of these have for- 
bidden the use of any but prescribed 
yarns. These restrictions, the order 
states, do not apply to firms working 
“on military contracts.” 

GERMANY’'S RESERVE. 


Supposing that the manufacture of 
cotton for commercial purposes is en- 
tirely stopped, the present reserve will 
enable Germany to make about 150,- 
000 tons of high explosives. This is 
a high estimate. Not ali the cotton 
Germany has can be used for ex- 
plosive, for armies must have cotton 
for clothing, bedding, tents, ground 
sheets, tarpaulin; even motor cars 
cannot be run without cotton, used 
in making rubber tires. Cotton is 
used in all munition factories in some 
processes, so that a cotton famine 
would paralyze a modern army, on- 
tirely aside from the scarcity of am- 
munition it would cause. 

Since Germany can make less than 
150,000 tons of high explosive, rather 
than more, out of her present reserve 
of a million bales, and since from 
800 to 1000 tons of cotton are fred 
away dally on the battle ilmes, the 
following facts are true: 

The Germanic powers have at pres- 
ent enough cotton to maintain their 
present ammunition expenditure until 
January 1, provided they are now 
using 1000 tons a day at the front. 

They cannot keep on fighting at 
the present rate on their present cot- 
ton supply beyond the end of the 
first week in February, if are 
using only 800 tons a day in shell 
and amall-arm fire. 

Should the German supply run out 
entirely, any prices at all would be 
offerea surrounding neutral states 
for cotton. Those states, with their 
imports entirely cut off, might be able 
between them, by using no cotton 
themselves for commercial purposes, 
to suppply 60,000 tons to Germany. 
They could not supply more, for they 
have already sent into Germany firac- 
tically all the surplus cotton they have 
Imported from America. 

This extra supply of 60,000 tons 
would prolong Germany’s ammunition 
supply until the latter part of Feb- 
ruary if she and Austria are shoot- 
ing off 1000 tons a day; until the end 
of March, if 800 tons is the correct 
figure. Here Germany would have 
come to the end of her rope, except- 
ing insofar as e could prolong her 
resistance by nomizing on shells 
and bullets, and such economy with

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REVENTLOW'S VIEW. 

“Tf England declared cotton to be 
contraband, it would be a terrible and 
almost unbearable blow for the popu- 
lations of neutral countries and thetr 
whole economic system. Moreover, 
Great Britain would take the oppor- 
tunity to obtain complete control by 
means of her agents and spies of the 
trade of these neutral countries, and 
use the position thus gained fur the 
benefit of British industry and Iritish 
trade. The measure would be directed 
not against the military efficiency of 
Germany, but against the economic 
independence of the neutral) states.” 

The severe restrictions now placed 
upon the manufacture of cotton goods 
have created a new labor problem. 
About 30,000 men will be put ont of 
work in the Chemnitz district, and 
negotiations are proceeding between 
the government authorities and repre- 
sentatives of the textile industry. 
Public meetings are being arranged all 
over Saxony, and the local authorities 
threaten to close such meetings unless 
the manuscripts of all speeches are 
submitted in advance for official ap- 
proval. There is special anxiety in 
the towel industry of Saxony, and 
the firms are appealing to the gov- 
ernment for leave to use up their ex- 
isting stocks. 

A few figures will show how the 
2,000,000 bales of cotton, which 
reached Germany since the war began 
were obtained from America. First, 
a few thousand bales came direct to 
German ports. Before the British 
Order in Council, forbidding all trade 
with the enemy, half a dozen Yankee 
ships braved the mines and salled into 
Bremen or Hamburg. But there were 
too many mines to make this voyage 
profitable, for after a couple of dis- 
asters instrance rates mounted sky- 
high; and then came the British 
blockade. Direct importation of cot- 
ton from the United States has nut 
taken place since war began in suffi- 
cient amount to be worth attention, 
and since March 11 not one American 
eotton ship has reached Germany. 

There remain the four neutral 
states, Holland, Denmark, Norway 
and Sweden, who have access to Ger- 
many, either directly or across the 
Baltic Sea, under the protection of 
German warships. Italy, long before 
she declared war, refused to permit 
the passage of cotton to her future 
enemies. 

IMPORTS TO NEUTRALS. 

Here are official figures of the four 
North Sea neutrals which tell an amasz- 
ing story. The imports of American 
cetton to Holland from August 31 to 
April 380, 1913-14 (the 1913 crop) 
were 32.780 bales. In 1914-15 (the 
1914 crop) the tmports amounted to 
413.820 bales! In the same‘ months 
Sweden imported 24,930 bales the vear 
before the war, and 735.510 bales in 
1914-15! To Denmark, of the 1913 
crop no bales at all were sent, but 
the melancholy Danes “consumed” of 
last year’s crop 65.370 bales. Norway 
took sixty bales before the war. and 
a imports rose in a year to 107,400 


Considerably more than half of the 
cotton Germany has received since the 
war broke out is accounted for in 
there figures. But the British claim 
that even these official reports of the 
neutral governments are doctored and 
purposely delayed. Coiton imports, 
they say, have been even greater than 
admitted. Lord Emmott, president of 
the war trade department of the 
British government, which issues 
censes for the export of goods to neu- 
tral countries, says that “twice as 
much cotton entered Holland in March 
as was shown in the official Dutch 
figures.”

HOLLAND NEEDS 
COAL SUPPLY. 


Miners are Busy Trying to 
Get Enough Fuel. 


Depend Greatly on Germany 
During Emergency. 


Peat Relied Upon to Relieve 
the Situation, 


[A. P. FOREION CORRESPONDENCE. 
HOENSBROEK (Province of Lim- 
burg, Netherlands). July 31.—The 
miner's pick and drill were never so 
defily wielded since Holland had a 
history as they are just now. Coal is 
in great demand. The Dutch mines 


are poorly developed and produce 
comparatively little fuel, and it can- 
not be obtained in sufficient quanti- 
ties from Germany and Great Britain 
at present to satisfy the calls of the 
various industries and public works 
dependent on it. 

The limited production of coal in 
Holland is said by some to be one 
of the principal causes of the main- 
tenance by this country of what thev 
describe as friendly neutrality toward 
jermany. Even now. when a certain 
amount of coal is atill coming in from 
the neighboring power, the authori- 
ties here are encountering difficulties 
not only In running the rallroads, but 
In supplying fuel for the pumping 
stations all over the country, whose 
operations keep The Netherlands from 
again becoming a swamp. 

COAL IN LIMBURG. 
Holland has plenty of coal beneath 
the surface of her most southerly 
province-——Limburg. The fields, how- 
ever, have never been properly devel- 
oped and the Dutch are now  re- 
gretting their lack of foresight In this 
regard, which, at a time when they 
feel they would like to be entirely 
free in their action, has placed them 
in a condition of dependence on Ger- 
many for an article which they need 
badly. 

With these difficulties facing them 


erations until as late as 1795. The 
pita, now named the Wilhelmina, the 
Emma and the Hendrik, gave em- 
ployment to 167 officials and 4332 pit- 
men, of whom some 5600 were called 
up for service in the Dutch army in 
August and the following months, 
while numbers of their German fel- 
low-workmen also had to leave to 
fight their country’s battles. Owing 
to the lack of experienced miners in 
Holland, it has become necessary to 
fill their places with foreigners, many 
of them Belgians, who fied from their 
own country after the German inva- 
sion. 

Besides the State mines there are 
privately-owned coal fields in Lim- 
burg and North Brabant, while bor- 
ings have been made also in Over- 
Iisel and Gelderland. As these alto- 
gether produce only about 1,000,000 
of the 5,000,000 tons annually re- 
quired by Holland, the remainder is 
usually imported from Germany and 
Great Pritain. 

The German mines, since the war 
started, have continued to supply 40 
per cent. of their usual annual quan- 
tity to the Netherlands, but England 
has declined to permit the export of 
steam coal in any large quantity. 
Manufacturing concerns and munict- 
palities turned to America for supplies, 
but the freight rates from the United 
States to Dutch ports were #0 pro- 
hibitive—the minimum reaching 
per ton more than the rate from Ger- 
many—that nobody would buy. Am- 
sterdam alone, for instance, requires 
250,000 tons a year to furnish the 
city with gas, and this would mean 
an additional outlay, of $2,000,000 per 
annum. The Dutch capital, therefore 
has cut down its supply of gas, and 
its street lamps are extinguished early 
in the night, the example being fol- 
lowed by The Hague, Enschede, Briel 
and other cities. 

Peat enters always largely into the 
fuel supply of Holland and, In conse- 
quence of the shortness of coal, has 
been more called for than eveft. Many 
private households have resumed the 
consumption of peat fuel, and its pe- 
culiar smell! is now encountered every- 
where in Holland.

“Our genera'= have had en- 
tire regiments of our eoldiers exe-

All these documents glorified “great 
Germany.” Names and addresses of 
soldiers tn hospitals, names of refu- 
gees advertising for lost relatives, 
names of women advertising for em- 
ployment—all these, whose state of 
mind seemed to make them accessible 
to depressing news and suggestions, 
received anonymous letters and cir- 
culars.

WHITE STAR LINER CYMRIC 
CONVOYED OVER ATLANTIC. 


EW YORK, Aug. 21.—Passengcers 
N and crew of the White Star liner 

Cymric asserted upon their ar- 
rival here today that the Cymric had 
been convoyed for %36 hours after 
leaving Liverpool, August 11, by re- 
lays of British warships, five in num- 
ber, and that she had not been per- 
mitted to sail unaccompanied until 
the war zone had been left behind. 
Several passengers said the periscope 
of a submarine had been seen but the 
officers of the Cymric declined to dis- 


cuss this assertion. 

The Cymric took virtually the 
same course ag the Arabic, which was 
sunk Thursday by a German sub- 


marine. The Cymric cafried 189 
passengers of whom 105 were in the 
steerage. 

When the steamer left her dock 
the high flag pole recently erected 
at the mouth of the Mersey, where all 
eutpecns vessels could not fail to see 
it, displayed the warning that Ger- 
map submarines were lurking in near- 
by waters. 

This warning, the passengers sald, 
was in the form of a big black bal! 
holeted at the top of the pole. It 
had been agreed among ship owners 
at Liverpool, it was said, that the 
black ball was to be the signal of 
danger when the Admiraity’s warn- 
ing of near-by submarines came to 
port too iate to warn outgoing craft 
by messenger or telephone.

TRUCK DRIVER IS 
HELD TO BLAME. 


FOR FATAL ACCIDENT ON ROAD; 
CORONER'S JURY FREES 
JITNEY MAN. 


As the result of two inquests held yes- 
terday by the Coroner, a truck driver 
was censured for careless driving at 
the time of a fatal accident and a 
jitmey driver was freed on the testi- 
mony of witnesses, Who swore the 
driver was not making more than fif- 
teen miles an hour when another fatal 
accident occurred, 

The inquests were held over the 
bodies of Wilfred Herbert Perry, 30 
years old, of No. 704 West Thirty- 
fourth street, and Duncan Cassidy, 33 
years old, No. 715 East Fifth street. 
Mr. Perry was killed when hit by a 
jitney bus at Vernon and Moneta 
avenues Friday evening. The fitney, 
driven by Max Kupcinet of No. 601 
East Thirty-ninth street, crushed his 
spine, extinguishing life almost in- 
stantly. 

When the Coroner's jury met at the 

Pierce morgue yesterday afternoon to 
hear evidence, several witnesses, some 
of whom were riding in the jitney,. tes- 
tified the driver was not moving at 
the tremendous rate of speed at first 
reported. The verdict stated Mr. 
Perry came to his death by accident, 
and Mr. Kupcinet was allowed to go 
free. 
Kenneth Mendenhall, 27 years old, 
a truck driver employed by the LO.P. 
Sanatorium, was iess fortunate. His 
truck eollided with a touring car driv- 
en by Grey Gorcen of No. 2706% 
West Temple street, last Wednesday, 
on the Lincoln road thie side of San 
Fernando. Mr. Cassidy, who with his 
10-year-old daughter, Mary, was a4 
passenger in Mr. Gorcen’s machine, 
was «0 severely injured that he died 
Thursday night at the County Hospi- 
tal. 

The Coroner's jury, sitting at the 
Button morgue, found a verdict of 
careless driving. The driver is in the 
LO.F. Sanatorium with a broken 
shoulder. He was unable to attend 
the inquest.

ORE LIMIT IS 
NOT IN SIGHT. 


Development is Pushed to 
West of Camp. 


Possibilities are Growing at 
Extension Mine, 


Quicksilver and Antimony 
Come to Front. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 

TONOPAH (Nev.) Aug. 20.—The 
western limit of this district is far 
from being reached, if one is to judge 
from*the statement of leading oper- 
ators who are spending thousands of 
dollars in exploiting that section. 

“The western termination of the ore 
bodies hag not yet been found in the 
Tonopah Extension,” said Manager 
dohn G. Kirchen this eweek in speculat- 
ing on the possibilities of the forma- 
tion extending out on the flat where 
a few years ago no one would have 
thought there wae any ore existing. 

“On the 12606-foot level we have 
proved the values for a distance of 400 
feet, and on the 1350 we have proved 
ore for 200 feet. : 

“Our profits for July were approxi- 
ma $40,340, but it must be borne in 
mind that the present price compared 
with July, 1913, when silver was 60% 
cents an ounce, represents to usa loss 
of $750,000 a year. 

“But even with this depreciation we 
are continuing to extract and reduce 
ore, although we are not crowding rec- 
ords in bullion production under pres- 
ent conditions.” 

On the Extension one ehift is em- 
ployed on the old, shaft keeping four 
drills busy in epite of the fact that this 
shaft has been a steady producer for 
the past fifteen years. The new shaft is 
employing four shifts and the output 
is more than satisfactory. The water 
flow from the Victor ise being easily 
held, with only one pump operating 
constantly giving a daily flow of 225,- 
000 gallons. The south crosscut is being 
driven ahead through ground that 
caved when the workings flooded, This 
is on the 1540 Jevel, which will be 
continued until. connection is estab- 
lished with the Extension workings, 
when the Victor shaft will be used for 
extensive aevelophvent work and the 
hoisting of ore, well as waste. 


EMPHASIZES GROWTH. 


The steady growth of the western 
belt is emphasized by a statement of 
an unexpected showing on the Tonopah 
Bonanza, a property situated at the 
furthest point west fn the district, 
at least two miles from the center of 
town. After sinking the shaft to a 
depth of 825 feet, the Bonanza encoun- 
tered what is called the oxidized Mid- 
way andesite, proving conclusively that 
the ore zone extends in that direc-- 
tion. Further sinking will be neces- 
sary to get into the West End rhyolite 
or the trachyte, cither of which is in 
the ore-bearing formation, 

The west drift in °58 level In the 
Tonopah Belmont min. '* making a 
showing of three feet .. good ore. 
On the 900 level the southwest cross- 
cut has picked up the faulted segment 
of the rhyolite vein. This shows two 
feet of very good ore. 

Stoping has been started on the 
1100-foot level—of the Desert Queen 
on the Occidental vein. The company 
is running west from the 1300 to pros 
pect a big block of trachyte. All other 
openings in the property ere disclose 
ing about the same as last week. 
Values are practically unchanged and 
the tonnage is maintained at the same 
figure. 

Between eight and ten flasks of 
quicksilver are being produced daily 
at the plant of the Neyada Cinnabar 
Company at Ione, the old county seat, 
and a carload shipment wil! be sent 
out next week. The metal is now quot- 
ed at between $92 and $95 per flask of 
seventy-five younds in first hands and 
between $95 and $100 per flask in eec- 
ond handa, 

The Scott furnace is now producing 
at capacity, the walls having become 
thorourhtly charged, so that the metal 
flows from the condensing chamber 
with regularity. increasing and de- 
creasing. according to whether the 
ore being treated is of high or low 


grade.

The mine is responding to develop- 
ment, and a better grade of ore is 
being broken daily. This is one of the 
war industries that have proved prof- 
Itable to Nevada, as tne company had 
just entered upon the productive stage 
after reorganization when hostilities 
opened in Europe. Another new indus- 
try that has come into its own since 
the war is the mining of &antimony 
in this county. Antimony has been a 
drug on the market, and some of the 
best lead properties running a high 
percentage in antimony have had to be 
abandoned owing to the penalties ex- 
acetd by the smelters for treatment 
charges.

MAY BE MURDER . 
AND NOT SUICIDE. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 

BAKERSFIELD, Aug. 21.—Unusual 
and mystifying circumstances sur- 
rounding the evident suicide of F. M. 
Lynn, former Santa Fe engine man, 
would furnish a plot for a Poe or a 
Conan Doyle. 

Had his note not been found the 
Coroner would have declared it a 
case of murder, and suicide would 
never have been suspected, but now, 
after proof that he wrote the note 
in which he gave the reasons for his 
self-destruction, there is still the pos- 
sibility that Lynn did not take his 
own iffe. 

Soon after his death the crew of 
a Southern Pacific freight train found 
his warm body on the sand by the 
track near Bealville. The crew no- 


tified the dispatcher and went on. 
The Coroner and the Sheriff went 
after the body, noting the details. 


They supposed the freight crew had 
carried off the pistol. These trainmen 
were present at the inquest today and 
they found no pistol. Yet Lynn car- 
ried one from home, with him the 


here to resume his job on the section. 

Lynn feared violence from Mexi- 
cams he had arrested and was warned 
they were not out of jail. His wife 
knew this and so did the section crew 
and they believed he met with foul 
play until the note was found in his 
clothing blaming the Santa Fe for 
his death. He was an extra engineer 
and was discharged last year for 
running down some Mexicans while 
running ahead of his schedule time. 
He brooded over the loss of his po- 
sition but was later a policeman here. 

The paper in his note matches ex- 
actly the tablet in his desk at home. 
So does the ink and there was no pen 
and ink at Bealville. His family de- 
clare he wrote nothing while at home 
Wednesday, but that when home the 
previous Sunday he had been des- 
pondent and that he did some writ- 
ing. Since then he was cheerful and 
was in a cheerful mood at Bealville 
sho: tly before his death. 

So there ts the possibility that his 
own note helps to shield a murder. 
The position of his body, the lack of 
powder burns where the bullet, was 
fired on the exposed breast, and the 
further fact that the cun was evident- 
ly held tn the left hand, if he shot

The (American brauch) ‘> En- 
force Peace, of which William Howard Taft 
is president, was organized in Philadelphia 
June 17 to 19. At the meeting three New 
England States, three Middle States, eight 
Southern States, six Western States and 
one Pacific State (Valifornia) were repre 
sented and twenty-seven States had no rep- 
resentatives. 

The league adopted these proposals: 

We believe it to be desirable for the 
United States to join a league of nations 
binding the signatories to the following: 

First. All justiciable questions arising 
between the signatory powers, not settled 
by negotiation, shall, subject to the limita- 
tions of treaties, be submitted to a judicial 
tribunal for hearing and judgment, both 
upon the merits and upon any issue as to 
its jurisdiction of the question. 

Second. All other questions arising be- 
tween the signatories, and not settled by 
negotiation, shall be submitted to a council 
of conciliation for hearing, consideration 
and recommendation.

FUTURE OF MEXICO. 

Almost every South American republic 
has at some period of its history passed out 
of revolution into evolution, and, after years 
of anarchy and inconceivable destruction 
of life and property, the hour seems at 
hand when Mexico, assisted by her Latin 
American neighbors and friends, and by 
the United States, may enter upon & new 
career of peace, order and prosperity. 

If Carranza shall participate in the com- 
ing conference of representatives of the 
warring factions, and that conference shall, 
as is hoped, result in providing for a free, 
full and fair election, and the choice, by a 
majority of the Mexican people, of an ad- 
ministration in Mexico City “sincerely com- 
mitted to government in the interests of 
the many instead of the few, and hostile to 
all enemies of liberty, political, economic 
or ecclesiastical, it will,” as an eastern writ- 
er says, “be mecessary for the outside 
government or governments aiding in bring- 
ing this result to pass, to so order their 
acts of state as to conserve the newly-es- 
tablished government.” 

The enemies of the new government 
must be debarred from supplies of arms 
from any quarter. Its credit must be aided 
in financial centers. In a variety of ways, 
by loan of expert advisers in the fields of 
education, agriculture and construction of 
irrigation and reclamation plants, the United 
States could give practical aid of inestima- 
ble value during the process of reconstruc- 
tion which awaits the new government. 

Confiscation of railways, mines, oil] and 
agricultural lands, which have been since 
‘the fall of Madero decreed by any of the 
revolutionary leaders temporarily in power, 
will need to be rescinded, whether such 
confiscation was without authority of law 
or was the result of the inability of the 
owners to comply with law in consequence 
of disturbed conditions.

FTER THE PENNIES. 

Mr. Asquith and Mr. Bonar Law, hav- 
ing reached for all the pounds and all the 
shillings in sight, are now reaching after 
the pence. They have issued a lengthy | 
circular letter to all employers of labor in) 
Great Britain urging them to “facilitate” 
investment in the war loan by employees. 

The process of “facilitation” is not to 
include the bringing of “undue pressure” to 
bear upon wage workers. Certainly not. 
There should be no variation of trade uses 
and customs. All that is asked is that the 
employers shall grant to their employees 
“adequate facilities” for placing a portion 
of their earnings in the yawning mouth of 
the British Lion. - 

The employers in larger establishmen 
are urged to open an office adjacent to the 
one in which work people receive their 
pay, and thus employees would have the 
opportugity of buying government vouch- 
ers WwW they had money actually with 
them. It is not intimated that anything 
would happen to those unpatriotic and 
thirsty employees who preferred an oppor- 
tunity to buy beer to an opportunity to aid 
in the glorious work of shooting Germans— 
still their illiberality might result in their 
losing their jobs. Quien sabe? 

There are 400,000 employers in Great 
Britain with over five employees each. If 
these 2,000,000 workers earn but $25 per 
month each, that would be $50,000,000, and 
one-tenth of that sum invested in the war 
loan would place $5,000,000 per month in 
the government treasury, and that would 
buy a lot of shrapnel and other materia) 
for the extermination of Germans and Aus- 
trians. 

The stock issued to the workmen in ex- 
change for their contributions will bear a 
high rate of interest and will be redeemed 
at ite face value in thirty years. Surely 
the hand workers of England will take 
their country’s note due in thirty years for 
their savings. What a comfort it will be 
to the workman to reflect that every tenth 
blow of his hammer and every tenth scrape 
of his hoe will help to slay or maim a Ger- 
man. 


For our national honor’s sake it 
the country condemned with no 
reprimand the prevailing taste for law 
revenge and human sacrifice.

But can we permit such an improper 
remedy, even in so good a cause? What 
have our prohibitionists to say about it’ 
Dare honorable Californians with enterpris- 
ing poultry ambitions morally permit them- 
selves to test the French theory? Is it not 
the plain duty of our noble democracy to 
give the hens every assistance to improve 
their mental clarity, even to the ‘detriment 
of egg production? 

It is but another aspect of the persistent 
feminist question. Must we consider the 
good of the community or the good of the 
individual? Are we under a moral obliga- 
tion to foster the precocity of hens and go 
egg-hungry, or is the mentAl development 
of the hen to be sacrificed te the human 
stomach? If at this stage we cenled edu- 
cation to women or insisted upon an antt- 
dote on the evidence that educated women 
have less children, would civilization stand 
for it, even with warrior statesmen crying 
out for more babies?

Are 
the eugenists prepared to recommend that 
we feed our college girls with a little bread 
soaked in wine? No, they would not. Then 
does not humanity owe the feathered world 
a like protection? Is not the hen entitled to 
her mental development? We repeat we 
are shocked that thid cruel materialistic 
thesis should have come out of enlightened, 
progressive France.

WITH MEXICO ON OUR HANDS’ 
(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIM=ES)

W ‘ver cn are again dispatched to 


Vera Cruz. If men are landed from 
those ships there will be a fight. A 
fight will almost inevitably result in our 
occupation of that port. Inasmuch as the 
previous occupation of 1913 did not pacify 


Mexico and did not relieve the sufferings 
and losses by American citizens in Mexico, 
a second landing cannot be expected to 
settle the trouble. To be effective it must 
be followed by sending a considerable num- 
ber of troops to the City of Mexico. A 
mere military threat had some effect the 
first time. If repeated in about the samé 
form nobody minds it. Mexico is like an 
opium fiend; requires a stronger and strong- 
er dose every time in order to affect it. 

The time has come to face the condition 
of Mexico and the part which the United 
States should take. The Diaz government, 
after about thirty years of apparent suc- 
cess, broke down in 1911 because, whatever 
its merits, it was founded upon military 
force and was sustained by silencing, ban- 
ishing or executing the leaders who from 
time to time tried to find some other basis 
of government. Im March, 1911, 30,000 


and troubles speedily occurred because the 
Mexicans insisted on fighting out their bat- 
tles within a few hundred yards of the 
American border and allowed their bullets 
to find targets inside the United States. 
After four years and a half American troops 
are still on the border and Mexican bullets 


ranza. Some American miners and plant- 
ers have managed to keep going throughout 
that time by paying heavy taxes and requi- 
sitions; many have been forced to leave the 
country; some have been killed. There is 
no peace, no order, no fixed government, 
nobody to whom outside nations can appeal. 
It is asserted that the peons are still put- 
ting in crops and that more land is tnder 
cultivation than ever. Thousands of peons, 
however, occupy only the land necessary 
for their shallow graves; for it has been a 
bloody, desperate, murderous civil war in 
which the shooting of helpless prisoners is 
one of the milder crimes. 

In a similar period of anarchy in Mexico’ 
fifty-four years ago English, Spanish and 
French troops landed at Vera Cruz, and the 
French marched up and took the capital. 
By common consent, however, the European 
powers held off this time and looked to the 
United States to bring order out of chaos. to 
relieve their citizens from the intolerable 
sufferings of the war and to give them a 
chance to put in thelr claims for indemnity. 
Three years they waited and then were en- 
gulfed in a war of their own which puts it 
quite out of the question to take an armed 
part in American disturbances. 

The United States, therefore, is carrying 
the triple burden of protecting foreigners 
in Mexico, protecting Americans and put- 
ting an end to the big fire inside the house 
of our next-door neighbor. So far it has 
made no advance. We are no farther along 
than four years ago. All the promises of 
Mexican statesmen have gone for nothing 
because there is no Mexican statesman who 
is obeyed by the whole country. Nobody 
can secure peace so long as there is a 
strong military chieftain who wants to 
fight. Mexicans are doing exactly what the 
Germans and Russians and English and 
French are doing. They are killing and dev- 
astating without any very clear notion of 
how they are going to stop the fracas. 

The only power in the world that has 
the power and opportunity to force peace 
upon Mexico is the United States. Yet how 
force it? Able military authorities, includ- 
ing some who have been in command on 
the border, have advised that it would take 
not less than 200,000 men to break up the 
military resistance in Mexico, and some of 
them believe that, if the army were once 
in, it could never be withdrawn without the 
whole country collapsing again. 

An invasion of Mexico means at the very 
least the holding of that country for years 
as a dependency. Meantime every effort 
would be made to induce the Mexicans to 
follow the Cubans in forming a democratic 
type of government. The best that can be 


may be in about the same frame of mind 
as the Filipinos, who are compelled to keep 
order, are provided with an honest and com- 
petent government, and yet are willing at 
any moment to shake off the government 
imposed upon them. The worse that can 
be expected is a guerrilla war of four or 
five years, like the two years in the Philll- 
pine Islands, in which thousands of brave 
American boys must perish in order to give 
peace and good government to 15,000,000 
people who do not want it. 

The United States now has on its hands 
Cuba, Santo Domingo and apparently Haiti. 
Treaties are pending which would mean 
the forced annexation of two of the five 
Central American powers. It looks as 
though President Garfield's remark might 
come true that an isthmus canal would 
become a part of “the coast line of the 
United States.”

—as he gives his name there——has 
offered to return and face the charges.

It 
cost the city some $20,000 to extend 
mains to the company’s pliant and, for 
a time, it was believed that the city 
would have to furnish $50,000 worth 


;iof water a year or erect a cooling 


plant to cut down the amount of water 
used, but under the City Attorney's 
ruling, President Handley of the 
Board of Public Works believes that 
the reduction company must build a 
cooling plant at ite own expense, be- 
sides paying for the water used.

GREAT DEMAND FROM VARIOUS 


COUNTRIES DUF IN PART 
TO WATER ROUTE. 


The changes in the world’s shipping 
routes by reason of the opening of the 
Panama Canal are redounding greatly 
to the advantage of California, and 
California producers and manufac- 
turers; and this in spite of the de- 
plorable condition of the United States 


merchant marine, and the fact that 
the latest legiglation has practically 
driven it from the Pacific. 

Within the last few weeks inquiries 
for California products have come 
forward from England, France, Porto 
Rico, China, Japan and several Latin- 
American countries. While the Pana- 
ma Canal cannot be sald to be solely 
responsible for the opening of this 
promising trade in the above coun- 
triee—the European war having 
played its important part-——neverthe- 
lees, the all-water route is making 
most of it possible. Given an ade- 
quate merchant marine and Calif- 
ornia’s sales to the world at large 
would have increased by leaps and 
bounds. 

Another indication of the impor- 
tance of the canal is found in a recent 
order placed in Tulare county for 
$50,900 worth of alfalfa hay for ship- 
ment to New York, to be there sold 
for from $20 to $27.50 per ton. 

Once the world’s shipping becomes 
normal, on the conclusion of peace in 
Europe, Los Angeles Harbor will be- 
come one of the world’s great ports 
of entry, distributing imports through- 
out the great Southwest, shipping to 
the far corners of the globe the prod- 
ucts of her fields, orchards, canneries 
and factories.

STRANGE 


BEGINNING OF 
A NOTED BROTHERHOOD. 


ACK of the organization of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew. un- 
der whose auspices the National 

Convention of Churchmen will con- 
vene in Los Angeles on Wednesday, is 
an interesting story of the mysterious 
ways of God, acting through the words 
of an Intoxicated man. The hint of 
@ wanderer, who died a few days later 
in delirium, was responsible for the 
founding of the powerful laymen’s 
movement inthe Episcopal church, 
which now has 3000 chapters and x 
total membership of 300.000 men in 
the United States. 

One Sunday morning, thirty-eight 
years ago a young man, under the in- 
fluence of x called at the study 
of w. . Vibbert, rector of St. 
James Church, Chicago. It was near 
the hour for Suncuay-school to begin 
and Dr. Vibbert, after a kindly greet- 
ing, took the stranger to a Bible 
— taught by James L. Houghtel- 


Once during the session of the class 
the stranger rose above his indifferent 
mood long enough to tell of an or- 
ganization of men in England, which 
made @ specialty of inducing other 
men to attend church. The pathetic 
case of the young man made an im- 
pression upon the class. Mr. Hough- 
telling and others were strongly in- 
fluenced by what he had said about 
the class across the sea. 

A few weeks after the visit of the 
stranger, Mr. Houghteling and the 
members of his class met informally 
‘and organized the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew for the purpose of looking 
after the religious needs of men. The 
association was named after the 
apostie Andrew for the reason that 
he, perhaps more than any other one 
of the twelve, belonged to the ideal 
type of Christian layman and also for 
the further reason that after he had 
become a follower of Christ. he went 
out and brought in his brother. Simon 
Peter, who also joined the standard 
of the cross. 

The newly-organized brotherhood 
wickly made a difference in the af- 
airs of St. James parish. The Sun- 
day-school was enlarged. the attend- 

ance of men at the church services in- 
creased, and other features of the 
parish work strengthened. 

The striking success of the brother- 
hood caused similar organizations to 
be formed in other Episcopal! churches 
in Chicago. From Chicago the move- 


and finally to other States of the Un- 
ion and to foreign countries. 

Upon Mr. Houghteling., a successful 
banker and president of the Chicago 
Y.M.C.A., devolved the work of per- 
fecting the brotherhood idea and he 
is regarded as the founder of the 
movement. He was president of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew in the 
United States for many years. He 
traveled extensively in the United 
States in the interest of the movement 
and introduced the brotherhood into 
the Church of England tn Canada 
Later John W. Wood and Silas Mc- 
Bee introduced the brotherhood in 
England. 

Mr. Houghteling died eight years 
ago. His son, J. L. Houghteling, 
will be one of the speakers at the 
forthcoming convention. 

The founding of the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew was the beginning of the

distinctive features of religious work 
at the present § time.

SELLING FRUIT 
BY NOVEL PLAN. 


SYSTEM OF ADVERTISING PAYS 


CANADIAN PRODUCERS 
AND OONSUMERS. 


Canadian fruit growers have this 
summer inaugurated a new marketing 
campaign along lines which at least 
are well worthy the interest of the 
California grower. 

The province of Ontario, Can., is 
the greatest fruit growing section of 
the Dominion, embracing as it does 
nearly 70 per cent. of that cquntry’s 
entire fruit acreage. Returns for the 
products of these orchards had not, 


however, proved satisfactory, and this 
in spite of the fact that the consumer 
had to pay a good round price for 
the fruits purchased from the re- 
taller, and tn some instances had dif- 
ficulty in getting certain fruits at all. 
This year 6000 Ontario fruit grow- 
ers “co-operated” and inaugurated an 
entirely new marketing campaign, one 
which has brought the consumer into 
Close touch with the producer and at 
the same time has neither necessitated 
costly selling media or interfered in 
the slightest degree with existing ones. 
An extensive advertising campaign 
was started, 
attention to 
available and suggesting that he place 
advance orders with his retall store 
in order to be assured of ample sup- 
plies of cheap fruits. This was then 
supplemented by further advertising 
in the trade journals, thus getting in 
touch with the retailer. The cam 
promises to prove a great success, - 
ing to date placed large quantities of 
fruit into consumption at a reason- 
able price to the consumer and at a 
profitable price to the producer, It has 
also induced a much wider distribu- 
tion. It has done all this by informing 
the consumer and the retailer of 
actual conditions, and of when and 
how they can best obtain the various 
fruits as they come into market.

| LOCAD SLAVS DECDARE THAT 


HE'S IMPOSTOR. 
Thriller of Andiences of 
with Tales of Siberian 
as an Exiled Russian Army Officer 
has Nothing to Show, so He Takes 
His Departure. 


Several of the foremost members of 
the Slavonic colony in and about Los 
Angeles, arose in wrath yesterday and 
denounced “Lieut.” Mikol Swartz- 
kopensky, a lecturer who has been 
telling enthralled audiences of women 
shoes: the inner workings of the Czar’s 
court, where, he claimed, he had been 
a- “stabs-capitan” of the Praobrojen- 
ski, or Imperial Guard, as an impostor 
and chariatan. As a result the lectur- 
er folded his tent and went away, 
saying before he left that as he had 
nothing whatever with which to prove 
his contentions, it were far better that 
he leave. 

The alleged story of his life, as told 
by “Lieut.” Swartskopensky, is a re- 
markable narrative. Admitting his 


father was a Jew and his mother a 
“stabs- 


a certain day in 1906 when so ordered 
by his general. For this breach of 
discipline he was sentenced to Siberia. 

According to his story he escaped 
twice. Although his dates are some- 
what uncertain, he was sure he had 
escaped once from Siberia and once 
from Warsaw. The second escape, he 
said, was made by use of fake pass- 
ports bought from the Mayor of War- 
saw, who did not take the trouble to 
inquire whether he, Swartzkopensky, 
was an escaped Siberian convict or 


not. 
Speaking excellent English, with a 
slight New York Jewish accent, the 
“Heutenant” related how he came to 
the United States two years ago, and 
traveling through the country, has 
made his home in California because 
of the wonderful climate. He says he 
served in the Russian army twenty 
and on his card appears the 

line er Russian Army.” 

STORY DERIDED. 


Stephen Korwin Szymanowski, «a 
descendant from the old Polish no- 
bility, and author of reputation in 
the Russian and French languages, 
who has lived in the United States for 
twenty-seven years, and at No. 2016 
Sunset boulevard the past eight years, 
derided this remarkable story iast 
night. He was seconded by Jaroslaw 
de Zielinski, noted pianist, living at 
No. 13214 South Burlington avenue, 
who has also been a resident of this 
country for many years. Both Rus- 
sians, despite their excellent educa- 
tional advantages in Europe and 
America, and despite the length of 
their residence in this country, still 
speak English with some difficulty, 
omitting almost entirely the charac- 
teristic American idioms employed so 
fluently Dy the “lieutenant.” 

“That man may have been in Rus- 
sia,” Mr. Szymanowski said last night. 
“He may also have served in the Rus- 
sian army. Iam not a military man. 
But I do know that no Jew is allowed 
in the Imperial Guard, even as a pri- 
vate. And the officers of the guard, 
especially a “stabs-capitan,” are taken 
only from the highest nobility. Swartz- 
kopensky is a Jewish name. Any man 
with even such a name would not be 
taken in the guard. 

“Also, it is against the law of Rus- 
sia for a Jew to marry a Russian 
woman, as this man says occurred 
when his father married his mother. 
Do you suppose if such a thing did 
happen the son would be allowed to 
hold an important office in the Prao- 
brojenski? 

“Another item. If such an officer 
had disobeyed orders, as this man 
gaid he did, he would be executed on 
the spot. Siberia is for political pris- 
oners and nihilists, not military offi- 
cers who mutiny. He is trying to 
make a hero of himeelf. 

“You hear how I talk English. I 
am a man of letters. I have studied 
your language thoroughly, and havo 
even written books in English. Fur- 
thermore, I have lived with you twen- 
ty-seven years. And yet this man, 
who came to America two years aco 
speaks like a native, using native 


DATES MIXED. 

“Tf this man refers to the “bloody 
Sunday.” when the troops fred into 
the multitude, he has mixed his dates, 
and is disobeying orders just one year 
after the incident occurred. 

“T do not care for Russia, TI am an 

American citizen by choice. At first 
when I heard him talk at the Wom- 
an’s City Club I thought, “Well, it Is 
none of my business." Then I con- 
sidered. You Americans are ignor- 
ant of Russia and Ruasian customs. 
Tt was my duty to expose this impos- 
tor, so that he may no longer prey 
upon the public of my country. I do 
not care what he says of Russia. That 
is past. But he is now fooling my 
fellow-citizens, and it must stop.” 
Prof. Zielinski echoed his friend's 
sentiments last night. 
“That man may be a Russian, but 
I do not believe he has been there 
since he was a boy.” he ealid. “The 
Russiin officers are of necessity the 
most polished gentlemen obtainable. 
What do vou thing of Mr. Swartz- 
kopensky?”

No one ought ever to know, least 
of all Mra. Crane, but when her hus- 
band married her he. deceived her. 
He was getting $35 a week and he 
told her he was making $50. It was 
three months before he got a raise 
to that sum. 

For forty-five years William H. 
Crane has lived in deadly fear that 
this duplicity would be discovered. I 
know this hurts, but I feel that in 
the end it will do them good. I am 
not a traitor: I am a surgeon. I be- 
Heve in the truth always—when it 
affects somebody else. I am willing 
to tell the truth if it kills somebody 
elee. I also enjoy the thrill of the 
judge who says sternly, “William H. 
Crane, stand up and be sentenced.” 


Well, bless their golden hearts! 
And, oh for more like them, which, 
alas, we have not! 

You know, Crane is a great joy to 
the world because he is a star of the 
people. He wouldn't talk about 
Maeterlinck because he doesn’t know 
Maetertlinck, but he knows humanity 
(heavens, how he knows it!) and he 
loves it and he plays for it. 

He has gone in and out among the 
people of America for fifty-two years 
and during thirty-eight years of that 


time he has been a star at the head 


name must be mentioned as often, and 
my picture must appear as many 
times as the prettiest woman in the 
cast.” And I know such a lot of 
petty gods who say and do those very 
things. I know a lot of others who 
know less about Maeterlinck and the 
like than William H. Crane, but they 
want to tell me more about those 
who sit In high places than these au- 
thors ever dreamed about themselves. 

Don't imagine that Mr. Crane is 
not wise, because he is not bookish. 
It is merely that his wisdom is not 
the cheap reflection of somebody else's 
knowledge. Mr. Crane likes it if the 
people get a big idea out of a play, 
yet he won my everlasting commenda- 
tion when he said to me, “You can't 
instruct people at the expense of en- 
tertainment.” 

You bet you can’t. The public coes 
to a show to laugh or to rest. That 
comes first; the thinking they do 
about ft ought to come the next day, 
or a month from the next day. 


Mr. Crane never thought that he 
was the greatest actor In the world. 
He never stopped to ask himeelf 
whether he was great or if he could 
become so. He merely did his best. 
Now, after fifty-two years that is still 
his rule. When a “stage-struck” girl 
comes into one of his companies he 
asks her just one question, “Do you 
want to become a fine actress, or do 
you only want to gratify your pride 
and vanity?” Sometimes he puts it 
this way, “Is it work yeu want or 
notoriety?” He has no time for per- 
sons who are hunting fame. Those 
who work for him must be chiefly 
concerned about service. 

When ft came to authors Mr. Crane 
has wanted the works of men who 
canmre down to a human level, and he 
pleased the great masse. He had his 
ideals, but he never wanted them 
sung so high that nobody else could 


see them. He

He brings with him 
such wonderful people’ as Amelia 
Bingham, Mabel Taliaferro, Maciyn 
Arbuckle and Thomas W. Ross. It is 
really the same old “Henrietta” by 
Bronson Howard, bet which has been 
brought down to the minute by clever 
young Winchell Smith, who will be 
here to rehearse it.

Ten years ago—art is indeed long 
and time fleeting——-I wrote of Hanson 
Puthuff in this column: “He is a new- 
comer, but @& most welcome one, as 
he is undoubtedly of the stuff that 
painters are made of. His handling is 
crisp and direct. His four . canvases 
are the work of an impressionist who 
a a paintable bit when he sees 

And again, a few months later: 

“Those of us to whom Mr. Puthuft’s 
honest work made so direct and so 
strong an appeal remember these four 
unpretentious canvases yet, and with 
no abatement of our first thrill of 
pleasure. ‘Here is @ man who will 
some day paint extraordinarily well,’ 
we said to ourseltes, ‘and here is a 
man who will interpret great Nature's 
moods with a yet finer feeling and a 
still keener vision in the years to come. 
He is young, and he has only begun 
grow." 
Prophecy, as we all admit, is gen- 
erally an act of crass supererogation. 
The stars clash so often in their 
courses that the prophet may be left 
alone, surrounded by ruined hopes 
and desolated glories. Lights are 
quenched, buds are biasted, iron bars 
are welded by the imp of circum- 
stance. Nothing remaing but the sha- 
dow of a dream. : 

But—and here's the —ten 
years ago I did actually say these 
thines of Hanson Puthufl!’s future 
career as a painter, and they actually 
have come to pass. Their fulfiliment, 
indeed, was not long delayed, for year 
by year we noted progress in this art- 
ist’s work, and at last, after a decade, 
the looked for “big thing” has arrived. 
And the painter is still young. 

That big thing; I make no doubt, 
is bigger than Hanson Puthuft's fond- 
est hopes, though I question if it is 
as big as thing that will follow it High 
stars do not always collide, summer's 
steady warmth comes after the nip- 
ping frosts of spring. The painter's 
desire of all desires, the opportunity 
to paint large mural decorations, is 
finding its satisfactions, for Puthuff 
is now working on ten of them, a 
series of landscapes embodying the 
“Spirit of California.” 

The ten panels, each 6 feet by §& 
In sige, are to be placed on the two 
longer walls of a motion-picture the- 
ater which Homer Laughlin, dJr., is 
building at Long Beach. Architectur- 
ally, it is promised, this theater will 
be the handsomest of its kind In the 
Far West, and the charm of its in- 
iterior will be no less than that of its 
lines and proportions, All its parts 
will be in harmony, making it a thing 
of complete beauty. 

Interesting problems of composition 
and color presented themselves, to be 
seized and triumphantly vanquished 
one by one. These, of course, come 
to every mural painter, giving peculiar 
zest to his task. The walls of the the- 
ater are to be a golden gray in tone, 
the drop curtain is to be burnt orange 
in color, and each panel is to have 26 
feet of wall space. The panels will be 
sunk into spaces that are like votive 
niches in a church, and when the 
stage is occupied they will be covered 
by curtains, hitherto invisible and 
automatically manipulated, which are 
to be of the same gold-gray as the 
walls. Between acts the theater will 
be lighted like a picture gallery— 
which, indeed, it is, a gallery contain- 
ing a one-man show of distinguished 
merit and interest. 

Puthuff’s scheme of color through- 
out all the panels is of necessity warm 
with many tints of gold, even though 
the subjects he has chosen, all Call- 
fornian, are widely various. Their 
titles are, “The Arroyo,” “Mountain 
Streams,” “High Sierras,” “Poppy 
Fields,” “The Ocean,” “The Desert,” 
“Rainy Season,” “Carme! Mission” and 
so on. Five of the decorative

The spirit of California is In truth 
found here in its many wonderful 
manifestations, a spirit so vast and so 
noble that its michty beauty thrills 
the beholder. Puthuf has caught and 
recorded it again and again, on the 
mountains, in the valleys, along the 
ocean’a shore, and with & masterful 
strength and directness that falls not 
far short of genuine inspiration. Call- 
fornia’s spirit must have gripped the 
painter’s spirit hard to make him feel 
it so keenly. 

One learne many secrets In ten 
years of close communion with the 
keeper of them—tremendous revela- 
tions, exquisite confidences, subtle sug- 
gestions. Puthuff has looked long and 
steadily, and at last he has been per- 
mitted to let us know what he has 
found out. He has discovered, indeed, 
overwhelmingly much, and the five 
panels already painted have mMllen 
from his hands with the ease of amaz- 
ing magic. The rest will follow as 
easily. 

Stupendous range upon range of em- 
purpled mountains, with clouds, pink 
and gold, piled above them heaven- 
ward, give grandeur to the decoration 
called “High Sierras.” whose central 
peak is blotched with snow pallidly 
blue, and whose deep gorges hold 
many subtle colors. The picture has 
the commanding reposefulness, the 
overpowering majesty, of a mountain 
scene by Thomas Moran. 

Far below the mountains lies “The 
Arroyo” in loveliest humility. Puthuff's 
panel portrait shows it when clothed 
in the golden veil of autumn. The 
distant hillsides are iike pure gold, 
and so are the leaves of the gnarled 


ground, But the slender stream is of 
gianci silver, and the far-off moun- 
tains show the deep blue of lazuli. 

“Poppy Fields” brings us to spring 
time—the green and glowing spring of 
Southern California, when every hol- 
low ts a casket rich with jewels; 
when every hillock t studded wit} 
coins of gleaming gold, In compori- 
tion this panel ia especially success, 
ful, full of flowing rhythms. There 
ia bigness here, but there is also 
beauty, strength and also refinement. 
No wonder the poets must sing the 
spring, the painters paint it! 

Suneset’s saffron sky, lovely and lu- 
minous, reaches above the cold gray- 
ing sands and huddled clumps of 
sagebrush in “The Desert,” the fourth 
panel In the series, A solitary cloud, 
dizened in pink and gold, is seen hich 
afloat in ¢t clear atmosphere. To- 
ward the horizon a dark mesa massed 
and sculptured like a tong purple 
tomb, emphasizes the wild loneliness 
of it all—as well as the splendid free- 
dom and the uplift to the spirit. The 
scene has been transcribed with the 
utmost simplicity and truth. 

“The Beach” holds the same impas- 
sioned beauty, the same august gran- 
deur, that characterize the other pan- 
els of California. The clouds, almost 
hiding the light blue sky of late aft- 
ernoon, pile up in tones of pink and 
yellow and colorful grays, the hills 
and rocks to the left hold many tawny 
hues, walle the ledges still nearer have 
been enameled by the waves in greens 
and wine browns. The many curving 
arms of the shore reach out to the 
surges of a sea that sways with mighty 
motion, and crushes itself beryl hues 
upon the rocks. 

I have shown, I think, that Hanson 
Puthuff has superbly felt the spirit of 
California in these five pictures. We 
may be equally sure that his inspira- 
tion will not fail him in the five that 


are soon to follow.

HEREDITY AND ENVIRONMENT. 


civilization has meant only improvement of 
environment. But neither «environment 
nor training has changed the hereditary ca- 
pacities of man. There has been no percep- 
tible improvement in human heredity 
within historic times, nothing comparable 
with the changes which have occurred in 
domesticated animals. Indeed no modern 
race of men is the equal of certain ancient 
ones. Galton has pointed out the fact that 
in the little country of Attica in the cen- 
tury between 630 and 430 B.C., there were 
produced fourteen illustrious men, one for 
every 4300 of the freeborn adult male 
population. 

Attica was a small, barren country with 
an area and total population about equal to 
that of the present State of Rhode Island, 
but with less than one-fifth as many free 
persons. Yet “in this small country in the 
spate of two centuries there appeared such 
a galaxy of illustrious men as has never 
been found on the whole earth in any two 
centuries since that time.” The author as- 
serts that it was good immigration as well 
as good heredity that made Athens famous, 
and quotes Galton’s conclusion that the av- 
erage ability of the Athenian race of that 
period was, on the lowest possible estti- 
mate, “as much greater than that of the 
English race of the present day as the lat- 
ter is above that of the African negro.” 

Despite these disconcerting comparisons 
between our race and some of the ancients, 
however, the dominant note of Prof. Conk- 
lin'’s book is optimism. Having awakened 
to the cause of our lack of progress, he be- 
lieves that we shall find ways of improving 
existing conditions. His attitude toward 
war, or, more correctly, toward the fighting 
instinct of human beings, is pertinent at 
this time. He does not believe that this 
instinct could, or should, be ‘suppressed. 
But he belleves that it may be diverted into 
other channels, so that actual killing of fel- 
low-men may be avoided. In this connec 
tion he suggests that internationa) athletic 
contests, in which men expend their ener- 


gies in defeating instead of killing their ri- | 


vais, may do much to sublimate warlike 
tendencies in races. The world-wide ath- 


letic meets may be the stepping-stones to 


world-wide peace. 

The book is written for intelligent lay- 
men, and the author's style and manner of 
presentation make it peculiarly interesting.

The Boss gold-cop- 
per-platinum mine, near Goodsprings. 
Clark comnty, produced 110 
ounces of platinum. Besides the plat- 
inum obtained from sands and plat- 
Inum ore, 2906 ounces of this metal 
was obtained from new material, of 
both domestic and foreign origin, by 
smelters and refiners of gold and cop- 
per bullion and mattes. The secon- 
dary platinum Industry handled 40.826 
ounces of platinum, which was ob- 
tained from refining scrap metals and 
sweepings of the jewelry and dental 
trades.” 

The Survey Bulletin, from which 
we are now giving information, fur- 
ther states: “Even if the imports of 
foreign platinum were greatly reduced 
there are apparently sufficient stocks 
of this metal in the United States to 
meet domestic requirements, for the 
price of platinum, which rose to $50 
&@n ounce just after the war was de- 
cleared, had by July, 1915, fallen to 
$37 an ounce, or $8 an ounce less than 
the average in 1914. Another ex- 
planation of this low price may be the 
increasing use of tungsten, molybde- 
num, and nickel-chrome alloys in the 
electrical industry, and the use of 
a ware in jewelry and dental 
work.”

REDDING, Aug. 20.—The Balaklala 
Copper Company has rebuilt the 
tresties of its tramway and is getting 
things in shape for resumption of 
operations. General Manager Frank 
M. Leland is scheduled to arrive in a 
few days to take personal charge of 
the property. 

A new furnace stack will be erected 
at an approximate cost of $35,000, and 
the big $1,000,000 smelter will be 
Placed in shape for the first trials 
of the improved Cottrell electrolytic 
process, which is expected effectively 
to adjust fume difficulties. Pending 
resumption of smelting activities, se- 
lected ore probably will be shipped 
to the custom smelter at Tacoma, 
Wash. 

The management is hopeful of com- 
mencing iarge scale experiments with 
the new fume-control process early in 
November, It has been thoroughly 
tested at several smelters controlled 
by the American Smelting and Re- 
fining Company and the Balakiala in- 
Stallation will be on & commercial 
scale. Most of the precipitated by- 
products will be in marketable form. 

The moth Copper Company is 
building a road from the Kennett 
smelter to the Spread Bacle mine and 
will soon start heavy shipments from 
the property. An electrically operated 
tramiline is being constructed to con- 
nect the Stowell mine with the main 
Mammoth ore hauling system. 

A large tonnage of excellent ore is 
exposed in the Stowell and the com- 
pany is preparing to draw heavily on 
the reserves. 

The Friday-Lowden group is being 
rapidly placed in shape for a heavy 
output, and development has been 
started in the recently acquired Golin - 
sky mine. The Mammoth company i« 
reported preparing to operate its ful! 
battery of five furnaces. 

The Gem group ef placer mines. em- 
bracing 400 acres on Trinity River, 
near South Fork, has been acquired 
by Southern California capitalists for 
approximately $40,000. The property 
has been profitably worked for many 
years with hydraulic giants, water be- 
ing delivered through a flume line four 
miles long. 

Large areas of rich virgin territory 
are available for mining and the new 
owners are arranging to install addi- 
tional machinery and augment pro- 
duction. Besides its high gold con- 
tent, the gravel carries platinum in 
important quantities. 

ENLARGING PLANT. 

J. R. McKennie and associates of 
Los Angeles are increasing the ca- 
pacity of the mill at the McKeen 
mines, near Cullahan, to twenty-five 
tons per day. The old milling method 
has been discontinued im favor of the 
wet process, involving fine grinding 
and cyanide treatment. Three other 
veins, besides the main shoot. which 
averages thirty inches wide and which 
has been developed for a length ex- 
ceeding 1000 feet have been inter- 
gectea and arrangements are being 
made for their exploration. 

Rich ore has been frequently en- 
countered and the outlook is favor- 
able for the making of a big pro- 
ducer. 

The old Black Bear mine. near the 
historic camp of Black Bear, has been 
provided with additional equipment. 
More men have been put to work and 
development in the lower levels is pro- 
greasing vigorously. More machine 
drills have been placed in action and, 
a good tonnage of ore is broken. This 
is one of the oldest quartz mines in 
the State but has been worked in- 
termittently In the past decade. 

The Victory Gold Mining Company 
of Los Angeles is rapidly completir¢ 
installation of machinery in its new 
mill, and expects to start production 
before the close of September. A saw- 
mill, having a capacity of 10,000 feet 
of lamber daily ts under construction 
at the mine. Underground work is 
largely confined to prospecting new 
territory, as sufficient ore has been 
blocked out to keep the plant running 
for an indefinite period. 

California capitalists have com- 
menced prospecting of the Paulsen 
and Wilson ranches, near Lewiston, 
with the intention of operating 
dredgers. Twenty shafts have been 
sunk on the Paulsen place to depths 
of fifteen to twenty feet, exposing 
gold-bearing vel throughout the 
deposit. Testing of the Wilson ground 
has been started, and an option had 
been taken on the Poker Bar de- 


posit. 

Throughout Shasta, Trinity and Sis- 
kiyou counties dredge mining com- 
panies are actively prospecting the 
extensive placer areas, many of which 
have been worked solely by the hy- 
draulic method. The surface gravel 
has been sluiced off, but underlying 
this are vast bodies of deep gravel 
that can be worked advantageously 
with dredgers. Most of the leading 
California companies are testing 
ground and before long the “boat 
threatens to dethrone the giant from 
its last stronghold in the State. 

The Walker Copper Company, com- 
posed of Salt Lake people, ts prepdar- 
ing to erect a concentrator at its cop- 
per mine twenty-five miles from Por- 
tola. Roads are under construction 
from the property to Portola, and a 
sawmill is to be buflt immediately. 

A tramway over 7000 feet long will 
be built from the mine to the concen- 
trator. It is understood concentrates 
will be shipped to Portola by means 
of motor trucks and thence to cus- 
tom smelters via rail. The company 
reports a large of commercial!

The Greenwater and Death Valley 
Copper Company has started opera- 
tions at the Ryan gold mine two miles 
south of Shingle Springs, near Pilacer- 
ville.

Although Los Angeles, even with 
the annexed district of the San Fer- 
nando Valley, must still take a second 
place after New York City in point of 
area, it is doubtless a fact that this 
city can lay claim to having the great- 
est extreme dimensions of any city in 
the United States.

The 
South Park Schoo! site is at the ex- 
treme southeast corner of the city 
proper, ite grounds fronting on two 
boundary streets, Manchester avenue 
and South Park avenue. The Chats- 
worth school is at the extreme north- 
western corner of the recently-an- 
nexed San Fernando, Valley territory. 
The Chateworth school is now being 
completed under the architectural 
supervision of Oliver P. Dennis, hav- 
ing been started just before the dis- 
trict came into the city.

KINGMAN (Ariz.) Aug. 20.—An in-

.| Kingman has been made to the Cham- 


ber of Commerce of that city by Louis 
R. Porter. The chamber is asked to 
advance $5000 toward the cost of such 
a plant. No action is to be taken until 
John Boyle, who controls several im- 
portant zinc mines, returns from a 
visit to Los Angeles. 

At present most of the zinc ore pro- 
duced in this region is shipped to 
Bartlesville, Okla.. or Needles, Cal. 
The biggest shipper is the Golconda, 
in Union Basin. The Golconda is now 
sending out each day to Bartlesville 
100 tons of ore that averages 4° 


per cent. zinc. The average return on/. 


100 tons is $9600. At this rate the 
monthly receipts from ore sales reach 
$228,000, which exceeds the combined 
~~ gaa of the Tom Reed and Gold 


A report is in circulation that a 
great body of 50 per cent. ore was 
recently opened in the Golconda. 

Bismuth is the most recent discovery 
in Mohave county. M. H. Murphy and 
W. E. Dunlap have found in the Aqua- 
Trius mountains a two-foot vein of iron- 
stained micacious material that runs 
high in the metal, and the clayey mat- 
ter surrounding the vein shows large 
quantities of bismuth placer. 

Float rock carrying bismuth has 
often been found in that vicinity, but 
all attempts to locate the vein have 
failed. Dunlap and Murphy have found 
in the same region float running high 


“lin gadolinite and they intend to make 


a thorough search for the vein. 

John F. vis and associates, of 
San Francisco, are arranging to trans- 
fer their bond on the Midnight mine 
to parties who will start development 
on a big scale and increase the ca- 
pacity of the mill to 100 tons a day. 

A great deal of ore carrying cold, 
copper, silver and zinc has been 
opened as far down as the 200-foot 
level.

Electricity to Sterilize Milk. 

(Pitteburges Gazette-Times:] Milk 
sterilized by electricity keeps sweet 
for eight days, according to experi- 
ments conducted in the public stations 
of Liverpool. All harmful bacteria 
are killed by the injection of a rapid- 
ly alternating current at about 4000 
volts. The milk is purified, but its 
composition is not changed at all. 
Liverpool finds its general health rec- 
ords itmproving with rapid strides 
since the new system went into force.

IRLS PAWNS IN 
NEW BUNCO GAME 


DISCLOSE NOVEL 
WAY OF GETTING MONEY. 


Declare Man Now Waiting Trial 
for Vagrancy has Victimiszed Mer- 
chants by Story of Impending 
Hurry-up Wedding and a Quick 
Borrow. 


A novel and apparently original 
system of bunco was disclosed yester- 
day by Detectives Raymond and Mail- 
heau, who declare that in the arrest 
of Harold D. Warnock, allas J. E. 
Emery, they have captured a confi- 
dence man who has used the daugh- 
ters of several of this city’s most 
prominent men as pawns in his al- 
leged operations to obtain money un- 
der false pretenses. 

Warnock, or Emery, was arrested 
the 18th inst.. on suspicion, and 
trought before Police Judge Richard. 
son charged with vagrancy. He 
pleaded not guilty and demanded 4 
trial by jury. The hearing was set 
for September 30, and he wag re- 
manded to jail in default of $500 


The detectives, satisfied they had 
landed a much-wanted confidence 
man, investigated the stories told by 
Warnock. They declared yesterday 
the prisoner distorted facts when 
brought before the police magistrate. 
Furthermore, Detective Raymond 


city and Seattle on old charges of ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. 

According to the investigation of 
the detectives, Warnock worked alone 
in his peculations. He would secure 
acquaintance with refined girla 
through several social channels where 
he is still thought to be a well-to-do 
young business man. 

Having made such an acquaintance, 
it is declared, he would next identify 
himself at some drug store or small 
business house, by using the proprie- 
tor’s telephone frequently. When 
his identity in these places of busi- 
ness became established, he would 
appear there with one of the young 
women. Excusing himeelf from h 
compenion, he would take the prv- 
prietor aside, and using the girl as 
the subject of the sad story, would 
relate how he had to marry the young 
woman at once, the detectives declare. 

To carry out the intended cere- 
mony, it was necessary that he have 
some money. The girl companion, as 
an innocent object of the conversa- 
tion, would serve as the magnet to 
the proprietor’s pocketbook, and al- 
though the young woman did not 
know what Warnock was talking 
about, it is ssid the money woul 
usually be forthcoming to help her 


out. 

The detectives stated yesterday 
that Warnock has collected large 
sums in this manner. He was ar- 
rested near a drug store at Court 
and Main streets where, it was said, 
he had tried his game on the pro- 
prietor, The young woman who was 
with him at the time is the daughter 
of a prominent real] estate man of th 
city. <As she is innocent of all 
knowledge of the alleged bunco game, 
the police did not detain her. 

When Warnock again appears in 
court, Detectives Raymond and Mail- 
heau declare he will face a more 
serious charge than vagrancy. They 
stated yesterday the prisoner hed of- 
fered to plead guilty to the charge 
first lodged against him if he is per- 
mitted to leave town. 

Warnock is 27 years old, a neat 
dresser and good looking.

SIGNS OF PROGRESS IN SOUTH- 
ERN CALIFORNIA'S 
BROAD DOMAIN. 


The California Dairy Properties is 
the name taken by an organization 
just formed for the development of 


a large tract of land in the heart of 
the dairy district of Tulare county. 
The property consists of some 3893 
acres. one-third of which is today 
under cultivation, improved with 
buildings and stocked with dairy cows 
and horses. The company in charge 
of the project proposes to make of 
the entire holding a model dairy and 
live stock farm. For the purpose of 
acquiring, developing and operating 
the property the concern expects to 
create a trust estate with the Title 
Insurance and Trust Company a5 
trustee and to market securities under 
a unique plan of its own. 

The Bastanchury Ranch Company 
of Fullerton is placing on the mar- 
ket at the present time a tract of 
206 acres lying along the northern 
line of Fullerton on both sides of 
the State highway. The land is on a 
mesa and overlooking La Habra Val- 
ley. It is supplied with water from a 
250,000-gallon steel tank. The hold- 
ing has been subdivided into four- 
teen parcels suitable for country es- 
tates. The company expects to beau- 
tify the holding by creating a small 
park with a lake in one of the can- 
yons on the land. 

Residents of the Somerset district 
report increasing development activ- 
ity tn that region since the recent 
completion of a highway through the 
Somerset tract. A cannery, garage 
and school afe among the new im- 
provements of the district, and it is 
announced that a bank will be built 
in the near future.

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UTOMOBILE drivers must stop 

thelr cars, look and Listen, be- 

fore crossing railroad tracks at 
grade if they are to receive damages 
from railroad companies in case of 
accident. This has been definitely de- 
cided in the most important case of 
this Kind ever handled before the 
Supreme Court. 


The Supreme Court of the State of 
California has for the second time 


handed down a decision against O. G. 


Griffin for damages against the Salt 
Lake Railroad for the death of his 
two minor children and injury to him- 
self and wife in an accident on the 
Sait Lake Railroad near Colton. The 
Supreme Court for the second time 
reverses the award of $12,500 damages 
given by the jury. 

This decision, which was written by 
Justice Melvin, and concurred in by 
Justices Hinshaw, Lorigan and Shaw, 
says, in part: 

“A person approaching a railroad 
track, which is itself a warning of 
danger, must take advantage of every 
opportunity to look and lMsten. It is 
the duty of the driver on a highway 
approaching a railroad crossing to use 
ordinary care in selecting a time and 
place to look and listen for coming 
trains. He should stop for the pur- 
pose of making such observation when 
necessary. It is his duty to use all of 
hie faculties, and it is not enough if 
he merely listens, believing that the 
people in charge of an approaching 
engine will ring a bell or sound a 
whistie.

purpose, and using great care not to cut 
a bridge. 


Turkish Embroidery 


D: you know that embroidery 


which looks for all the world 

as if it had beén smuggled from 
the depths of a Turkish bagaar can 
be done by machine? First of all 
your design must be eastern and con- 
ventional to carry out the idea, and 
then it should be filled in with row 
“upon row of ordinary machine stitch- 
ing in colored silks. The rows of 
etitches are placed rather close to- 
gether, so that the effect is that of a 
fiat solid work or a woven silk figure. 
Dull reds, blues and greens with 
plenty of old gold are used profusely 
and all on one piece of embroidery. 
This work is seen mostiy on “art 
squares” for pillow tops, table run- 
ners, etc. and might very well be re- 
peated for portieres or inside hang- 
ings for the winter living room. The 
old-fashioned machine chain stitch is 
-the one used, but a rather large, loose 
running stitch would be equally ef- 
fective.
